How Dime* Are Made. 


The process of dime making is an interest- 


one. The diver bullion is first melted and 
run into two-pound bars. These in turn are 
run through immense rollers end Battened 
out to the thickness of the coin: These silver 
(trips are then passed through a machine 
which cuts them into round discs of tbe ex- 
act dimensions of the coin, ready tot the 
pressen, the stripe first, having been treated 
witb a kind of tallow to prevent their being 
icratched in their passage through the cut- 
ters. Tbe silver blanks are then put into the 
feeder of 'le stamping presses, arid are fed 
to the die by automatic machinery U tbt 
rate of 100 per minute—48,000 bei:<p.tuflMl 
out in regular working days of twei r» boar*. 


As the smooth blouks are pressed Bnlnnssi 


tbQ ponderous printing dies they rei\fr» tfc* 
lettered and figured impression in a manlier 
similar to that of paper pressed upon a form 
of type, at the same time the piece is ex- 
panded in a slight degree, by which the mill- 
ing is fortiiv ', on its rim. The machine drops 
the completed coin into a receiver, and it is 
ready for the counter's hands. The instru- 
ment used by the counter is not a complicated 
machine by any means, as one might suppose. 
It is a simple copper colored tray, having 
raised edges running across the surface at a 
distance about the exact width of a dime. 


From the receiver the money is dumped on 


the board or tray, and as it is shaken rapidly 
by the counter the pieces settle down into the 
spaca between the ridges. All these spaces 
being filled, the surplus coin is brushed back 
into the receiver, and the counter has exactly 
1,250 silver dimes, or $125, on the tray, which 
number it requires to till the spaces. The 
tray is emptied into tbe boxes, and the money 
is then ready for shipment. The dime does 
not pass through the bands of the weigher, as 
does the coin of a larger denomination. One 
end one-half grains are allowed for variance 
or "tolerance" in all silver coin from 61 
down, and the deviation from the standard 
fa the case of the ten cent pieces is so trifling 
that the expense of weighing the coin of this 
denomination is dispensed with.—Manufac- 
turer and Builder.

The Sport Bns Grown Greatly In Favor of 


Late Year*—The 8. P. C. A. Objected la 
the Killing of Pigeons—How Crack Shots 
Get the Prlzen at Tournaments. 


A sport which of late years has been itead- 


lly growing in popularity U that of trap 
shooting 
For many years 'A was COD fined to 


a few participants, who were looked upon as 
guivcranka In those days nothing but wild 
pigeons were shot, as tbe clay saucers bad 
not then been invented. 


As time progressed and large tournaments 


became more frequent, the drafts upon, the' 
live bird roosts in tbe far west were TO heavy 
as to almost exterminate them,, afcleast, they 
were forced to leave their old haunts, and the 
hunters who had madeagcod living fur yean 
by trapping the birds were forced to seek 
other occupations. The failure of the wild 
bird crop necessitated other measures, as 
shoots were destined to multiply rather than 
to decrease, so tame pigeons were substi- 
tuted, bred especially for trap purposes by 
farmers in various sections of tbe country. 


THE NECESSITY FOR NEW TARGETS. 


Just prior to the great Coney Island tour- 


nament about ten years ago, public senti- 
ment, inspired by Henry Bergh, with the 
Society for the Prevention of' Cruelty to 
Animals at bis back, demanded the stoppage 
of the practice of killing birds from the trap. 
This feeling culminated at tbe Coney Island 
shoot, where more than 30,000 live birds, 
fiany of them young and unfledged, and un- 
iU'Ia to fly, were shot during the week. Mr. 
Burgh attempted to stop proceedings, but 
was unable to do go, and the programme was 
carried out as intended. 


Although Mr. Bergh's power was success- 


fully braved on this occasion, it did more to 
stop live bird shooting for a time than any 
other movement. Glass balls and a patent 
tin target, made to gyrate in its flight to 
resemble the action of a bird, had been used 
with some success. This was a clumsy and 
expensive invention and did not meet with 
favor. 


An objection to the glass balls was the 


number of accidents that occurred through 
tbe bits of broken glass with which the shoot- 
ing ground was strewn, also the regularity 
of their flight, which made shooting at them 
almost automatic after a little practice. The 
necessity for a new and improved target was 
very apparent, and at the Coney Island 
shoot the clay pigeon was shown for the first 
tima 


This was a saucer shaped image of clay, 


which n-hen thrown from a specially de- 
signed trap went sailing rapidly through the 
air to a distance of from thirty to forty-five 
yards, according as desired and governed by 
the tension of tbe spring on the trap. These 
disks were more uneven in their flight, and 
were easier influenced by the wind, thus 
making the task of breaking them by no 
means easy. Shooters immediately saw the 
immense advantage these targets had over 
glass bolls, and they at once sprang into fa- 
vor. 


INTRODUCING THE CLAY BIRDS. 


The company engaged in , their manufac- 


ture secured tbe services of tbe noted shots, 
Capt. Bogardus and Dr. Carver, and they 
traveled all over the country, shooting 
matches together at the clay birds. The fame 
of these marksmen drew attention to the new 
targets, and soon they were used in all sec- 
tions. Since that time new companies have 
been formed for the manufacture of other 
and improved styles of birds and traps, until 
now there are half a dozen factories in exist- 
ence, which turn out many hundreds of thou- 
sand targets each year. Some of these birds 
are made of clay, like the original one, and 
others still of a composition of which tar is 
the chief ingredient, but all retain nearly the 
same saucer shape as in the flrst invention. 
• These rival companies sent their "agents 
into every city, town and hamlet in the 
United States, and were tiie means of form- 
ing many flourishing gun clubs. YTith a 
club in their native place,-and a shoot going 
on once or twice a week, what more natural 
than that the interest of the young men 
should be aroused. Guns were bought, am- 
munition ordered, and soon the country was 
crowded with sportsmen. When practice had 
made them reasonably expert, it was in or- 
der for one club to try conclusions with 
another. 


It was only a step from that to the tourna- 


ments, where all could enter, whethera mem- 
ber of any club or cot. These tournaments 
served to still further excite the interest of 
participants, and much friendly' rivalry en- 
sued. On these occasions sweepstake matches'1 
were shot, open to all for amounts vat-ying 
from fifty cents to $3 or $5, which was usu- 
ally divided into three oV four parts, 50,80 
and 20 per cent., or 40, 80,20 and 10per cent, 
governed by the number of entries, . 
* 
' At first it was possible for some contestants 
to make money at these events, but as prac-' 
tice makes perfect, and some had more time 
to devote to practice than others, their skill 
improved, and two or three shooting as part- 
ners, ui other words, forming a combination, 
wer» able, by dropping a bird or two for a 
glace, to gobble all the money at the expense 
of the weaker shots. Of course, where such 
combinations are worked, it makes the sport 
very expensive for the non-winners, but the* 
poor amateurs have stood their ground, 
shooting as if determined to get there event- 
ually.—New York Sun. 


A Hone That Is a Gentleman. 


.Passengers on a car coming down Shaw- 


mut avenue yesterday morning wore given, 
near Warrenton street, an illustration of 
what might be called "horse sense." A team 
from which barrels of merchandise were be- 
ing unloaded was backed up to the curb, th€ 
horse and a small portion of the wagon ex- 
tending directly across the car track. The 
horse car, of course, was obliged to come to 
a halt. The young men who were unloading 
the merchandise were in no sense hurrying. 
But their horse looked at the car and its 
load of impatient passengers, then craned 
his neck so as to view the unloading process. 
He evidently saw that there would be con- 
siderable farther delay and came to the con- 
clusion that it was too much to inflict on the 
waiting passengers.

the car as it passed. Those who witnessed 
the horse's action gave him many compli- 
ments.—Boston Times.

There is a house standing on the post road, 


In the village of Rye, that is an object of 
special interest. 
It sheltered President 


Washington 100 years ago. On Oct. IS. 1789, 
Washington left New York in his coach, 
drawn by four fine horses, accompanied by 
his private and official secretaries. It was 
the beginning of that journey to New Eng- 
land which the President desired should'be 
unostentatious, but which the . people .of all 
ranks made an occasion for the expression of 
the love and reverence they deeply felt' He 
arrived in the village of fore, a distance of 
twenty-six miles from New York, in the latter 
part of the day, and found rest .for the night 
at the inn kept nt that' time bj Mrs.. Hayi- 
land, a nania not uncommon in the neighbor- 
hood to-day. This is-.the rnote inWashjinjB-. 
ton's journal; writfcn af the evening hour:: 


"Thurisday, Oct. 15, 1789.-After dinner, 


through frequent light'showers, we proceeded 
to the tavern of a Mrs. Haviland, at Rye, 
who keeps a very neat and decent inn." 


This is his entry concerning the road and 


the impression made upon him by the coun- 
try: 


"The road for the greater .port—indeed, the

A few words about this quiet village may 


be of interest to more than local readers. As 
one is carried by on the swift trains of the N. 
Y.and N. H. R. R. he is hot even aware that 
te is passing through a village; much less 
that it is a village whose history is of more 
than, ordinary interest It lies only about 
two miles from the boundary separating the 
states of New York and Connecticut The 
shore of the Sound, lying not more than a 
mile from the center of the village, was a fa-' 
vorite - resort of the Indians, who made an 
annual encampment or visit long after the 
settlement of the village. 


Evidences that the locality of Rye Beach 


was once inhabited by many Indians abound. 
Warlike and domestic implements have fre- 
quently been unearthed; skeletons of In- 
dians have been found in various excava- 
tions; while tradition affords many accounts 
of their presence and habits. But the prox- 
imity of Rye to the state boundary line and 
to the shore of tbe Sound rendered the section 
debatable ground, armies and ships being the 
arguments employed m turn by the Dutch, 
the British and the Americans, During the 
revolution it lay between the outposts of the 
opposing forces. Hasty and cruel incursions 
were frequent, so that at tho close of the war 
the desolated homes and the poverty of the 
people presented a pitiable sight Need we 
wonder, then, that the journey of the Great 
Deliverer was made the occasion for even the 
most extravagant expressions of gratitude 
and reverence? 


While neighboring villages and towns have 


been transformed beyond the recognition of 
returning inhabitants' of former years, Rye 
has remained a conservative village. It has 
been improved'by the erection of beautiful 
residences, by the laying out of attractive 


uioiiuscan population some time in the past, 
but how long ago it would be difficult to say. 


THE CALIFORNIA CURIOSITY. 


The spot was first noticed by Surgeon'VVid- 


ney, of the United States army, many years 
ago. 
He observed the shore line and came to 


tbe conclusion that in the distant past a large 


! body of Water stood there. When the sur- 


veyors ran their lines across the depression 


I they found that it was one of the mfst re- 


markable places on the continent—a cavity 
ueor what is now the town of Solton S68 feet 


, helow the surface of the Pacific.

This sink, or old lade bed, is 130 miles long 


.by SO miles wide, and tbe point of greatest 
depth is SCO feet below the ocean level The 
region is one of great interest. In tho sum- 
mer it is so hot that the thermometers, ac- 
cording to a native, are made on a telescopic 
plan, and 105 degs. is normal in the shade. 
Still, sunstroke is never known in the sink, 
owing, probably, to the low relative-hu- 
midity. 


In wandering through this remarkable place 


there are many tbingsto attract the attention. 
On its northern side' are some fine date palnis 
that have been growing here for ages, at least 
beyond the memory of the oldest inhabitant 
They range from ^icty to eighty feet in 
heigXt, and preseun grand and picturesque 
appeal-once against the mountains. The trees, 
bear dates of commercial value, the bunches 
weighing from 75 to I2a pounds. The trees 
can be seen by the passengers on the train as 
it passes the town of Indio, and one wonders 
how long they have watched over tbe dismal 
shores, and if the lake was a lake in reality iu 
their day. 


That the lake was salt is shown by the 


enormous deposits of this mineral. It is es- 
pecially noticeable at the town of Salton, 
where for many miles the pedestrian, travols 
on a perfect crust of salt, ranging £rbm a tow • 
inches to several feet in thickness. ' 


The principal business followed here is the 


collection of salt A number of large mills 
collect and grind it, and several tons are 
shipped every week to various parts of the 
country. In some parts of the sink artesian 
wells have been developed, and what was 
once a desert is now rich in greens, and vari- 
ous tropical and semi-tropical fruits and 
flon-ers are raised. The tourist should stop 
at the town of India and make this the central

THE INDIAN INHABITANTS. 


The native inhabitants of this curious re- 


gion are a tribeof about400 Cohuillo Indians, 
who have apparently strayed out here froin 
the Cohuilltt valley.

The Treason* of Delphi. 


Let us trust that the American school •* 


Athens may speedily obtain funds enough to 
do some good diggings at Delphi. It makes 
one's heart leap to think of the treasure* they 
are sure to find there, notwithstanding Uw 
thefts of Nero, Constantin* the Great and 
other scoundrels.; 


To get a picture of Delphi as it was in ths 


best days of Greece, after the building of the 
great temple by the Alcssmondn, read the 
tenth book of Pausanias. He tells us of four 
temples in a row at the entrance to Delphi 
He then describe* what was to be found 
within the sacred precinct* of Apollo: A 
statue of Phyollusof Croton, a bull in brass 
by Theopropus tho ^Eginetan, votive offer- 
big and marble statues f roru Tegea and La- 
cedsemonis, a brazen horse by Antiphanes of 
Argos, the chariot of Amphiaraus, the horses 
of the Tarentines in brass, the statues of tbe 
Epigoni, th» treasury of theSioycnians, stat- 
ues of Leto, and Apollo, and Artemis shoot- 
ing at Tityus, treasuries of Athenians, The- 
bans and Byracusans, hung with; the; spoils of 
war and adorned with statues; a portico built 
by the Athenians with money which; they got 
In war from the Peloponneslani; a brazen 
head of the Pffioulan bison, a bronte dragon 
offered by the Greeks in common after the 
battle of Plateea, statues of foot soldiers and 
cavalry by Onatos, the votive axes of Peri- 
clytus, a bronze wolf, a gilt statue of Phryn* 
by: Praxiteles (offered by herself), statues of 
cavalry leaders seated on horseback, a brazen 
ox from. Euboea, a statue of Sardus, a horse 
offered by Callias the Athenian,'a bronze 
stntue of Homer on a pillar, the tomb o! 
Achilles' son, the Lesche or public hall,, witl. 
an enormous number of painted figures of 
Polygnotus and statues innumerableof Atbe- 
r.u and Apollo. The great temple of Apollo 
was adorned, as to ita eastern: architrave, 
.with gilded shields from the battle of Mara- 
thon. On the pediments were statues of the 
gods and of the setting sun, of Herculee 
slaying the Lernteah hydra, Bellerophon and 
the Chimsera, Dionyslua and a giant, etc. 
These are only a small fraction of- the; riches 
of Delphi as described by Pausaniasv A single 
one of these works of art, if recovered,would 
be worth the price, asked by the Greeks for 
the right to the whole site,—Boston Tran- 
script.

A strange cose of superstition was recent!; 


Investigated before tlie coroner of Bombay. 
A Hindoo mill hand, named Rauiji Daji.

He went to the mill to get some 
wages due to him, and on his return wai 
taken ill on the road. He was brought home 
on the back of a friend in an almost uncou- 
scious state, and was placed iu a sitting pos- 
ture, being held up by his father. "A man 
named Deo, who was present, suggested that 
he was possessed of a devil, in order to expel 
which Deo swayed himself abpiitiu front of 
the sick man, seized hold of bis hair, and de- 
manded of the devil who he was. Not re- 
ceiving a reply he stru«t tbe deceased vio- 
lently with a rattan, when the latter fell 
back in a dying -condition; but before hii 
death another friend took the rattan and 
beat the deceased, both men swaying their 
bodies to and fro and professing to be pos- 
sessed with the spirit of a god. The flogging 
was intended to drive out the devil 
Daji 


died almost immediately without a com- 
plaint Tho widow narrated ell these facts 
to the coroner, and described both flogging! 
as being very violent Tbe medical evidence 
showed that there were several bruises on 
the back and an abrasion on the right hip, 
but that the cause of death was hemorrhage 
from rupture of the spleen, which was probr 
ably not due to the flogging. Tbe jury found 
a verdict accordingly, adding,that there was 
no evidence to show how the spleen became 
ruptured.—London Times.
